I have just received a communication from Major Hathaway, Ist 
Artillery, commanding the 11th Military Department, advising me 
that Capt. Hill, commanding at Steilacoom, nine miles from Fort 
Nisqually, in the county of Lewis, has now in confinement, six In- 
dians, of the Snoqualimick tribe, principal actors in the murder of 
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Wallace. 
Lam well satisfied that the trial and punishment of these guilty 
jo persons in the presence of their people, will have a good effeet upon 
the tribes in that quarter.
